BIRMINGHAM, Ala. Uñ - Nat 
(King) Cole, Negro singer and 
pianist, was attacked on stage last 
night by three wnite men in Mu­ 
nicipal Auditorium. 
An audience of nearly 4,000 
white persons gasped as the 37 
year-old Cole was knocked to the 
floor.Police, who had been alerted 
to watch for trouble, swarmed 
from the wings to grab three 
men on stage. Three others were 
taken into custody later. 
Outside the auditorium officers 
found a car containing two .22 
rifles, a blackjack and a pair of 
brass knucks. Detectives said the 
car was owned by one of the men 
who was arrested. 
Charged with inciting a riot are 
Willie Richard Vinson, 23; E. L. 
Vinson, 25; and Kenneth Adams, 
35, all of Anniston, Ala.; and 
Jesse Wr. Mabry, 43, Birmingham. 
Held for further questioning 
were Or lis s Clevenger, 18, and 
Mike Fox, 37, both of Anniston. 
The attack came in the first of 
two concerts scheduled under Bir­ 
mingham’s rigid segregation laws. 
The first performance was for 
white patrons only. The second 
was given before Negroes. 
The North Alabama White Citi­ 
zens Council has been trying to 
slop the playing of “rock and roll” 
music in juke boxes.

ASA CARTER, executive secre­ 
tary of the group, turned up at po­ 
lice headquarters 
with 
several 
other men ‘‘to get the details” of 
the attack. Police refused to talk 
with him. 
After the attack, the white audi­ 
ence kept calling for Cole to come 
b ck. He returned and received an 
ovation that lasted nearly 10 min 
utes.“The audience was wonderful,” 
he said. “They were trying to tell 
me in their own way that they do 
not condone such actions.” 
A physician examined him at 
tie auditorium ind said he was 
not hurt physically. Cole later 
gave a second performance for 
the Negro patrons. 


Ike Chalks Up 
Edge Over Adlai 
In Illinois Poll 


Kef Oliver's Write-In 
Effort Fails To Yield 
Very Much Support 
CHICAGO W) — President Eisen­ 
hower moved out ahead of Adlai 
E Stevenson today in returns 
from the Illinois presidential pref­ 
erence primary. 
Sen. Estes Kef a u ver of Tennes­ 
see, making a. write-in bid, was 
left far behind in the election 
year popularity contest. 
Eisenhower who took almost 55 
per cent of the Illinois vote in his 
duel with Stevenson in the 1952 
presidential election, passed Stev­ 
enson in the count of ballots in 
midmorning. 
Returns from 8,797 of the state’s 
9.511 precincts in Eisenhower’s 
race against the nominal opposi­ 
tion of Sen. William F. Know I and 
and Lar Daly on the Republican 
side 
gave Eisenhower 679,891, 
Knowland 30,620 and Daly 8,783. 
Reports from 3,826 of the 4,511 
down state precincts gave Eisen­ 
hower 123,880.• • • 
STEVENSON WAS the only con­ 
tender listed on the Democratic 
ballot, but Sen, Kef a aver receiv­ 
ed write-in support. 
Returns from 8,470 precincts 
gave Stevenson 671,237. Kefauver 
had 26,306 write-ins in 7,757 pre­ 
cincts. 
Reports from 3,613 of the 4.511 
down state precincts gave Eisen 
hower 402,047. 
Returns from 3,325 downstatc 
precincts gave Stevenson 180,653. 
This time the President hati an 
advantage of around 2 to 1 over 
Stevenson in the downstate area, 
where Illinois farm ers voted in a 
primary widely watched for their 
reaction to the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration’s farm program. 
Cook County returns 
almost 
complete, gave Stevenson the ad­ 
vantage by about 2 to 1. 
Eisenhower carried Illinois in 
the 1952 general election, receiv­ 
ing nearly 55 per cent of the to­ 
tal vote to Stevenson’s slightly 
over 45 per cent. 
Neither was cn the printed bal­ 
lot for the state’s primary in 1952, 
but Eisenhower got 147,518 write- 
ins to Stevenson’s 54.336. Kefauv­ 
er was unopposed in the Demo­ 
cratic prim ary of 1952 and polled 
526,301 votes. The late Sen. Robert 
Taft of Ohio was the GOP winner 
with 935,867. 
The Kefauver write-in vote this 
year fell far short of expectations. 
His supporters had expressed hope 
of receiving 10 percent of th e 
Democratic vote. He received less 
than 4 per cent. 
This was Stevenson’s best pri­ 
mary showing. He stressed the im­ 
portance of his endorsement by 
the homefolks, especially after his 
setback at the hands of Kefauver 
in Minnesota last month.

CAIRO, Egypt (PI— Dag Ham- 
marskjold talked with Prem ier 
Garnal Abdel Nasser of Egypt for 
75 minutes today in his first major 
move to restore peace between 
Israel and its Arab neighbors. 
As the U. N, secretary gener­ 
al began his talks with the 
strong man of the Arab nations, 
a Jerusalem dispatch reported 
an easing of tensions in Pales­ 
tine.

The dispatch reported only two 
minor attacks last night by roving 
Arab suicide squads which had 
struck in a series of raids and sab­ 
otage missions on the three prev­ 
ious nights.

“ I HAVE NOTHING to say to 
the press,” Ham marskjold said, 
“ but I certainly expect to m e e t 
Prime Minister Nasser again.” 
The U.N. secretary general was 
accompanied by Maj. Gen. E L. 
M. Burns, Canadian chief of the 
U.N. truce commissions, 
THEY PLAN to fly on later this 
week to Tel Aviv and the capitals 
cf Jordan. Syria, and Lebanon for 
more conferences. 
Burns’ plea last week for a 
cease-fire along the flaming Israe­ 
li borders had failed to halt the 
outbreaks.

The political committee of the 
nine-naton Arab League, meeting 
in Cairo, urged all Arab states to 
cooperate with the U. N. peace­ 
maker. The league’s council to­ 
day received the political com­ 
mittee’s recommendation. 
In the Syrian capital of Damas­ 
cus, the heads of two Arab states 
pledged before the tomb of Sultan 
Saladin to devote "all our powers 
for the defense of the Holy Land.” 
With clasped hands, youthful 
King Hussein of Jordan and Pres­ 
ident Shukri Kuwatly of Syria 
vowed "to defend the Holy Land 
and Arab nations with all our 
power.” 
Saladin was the 13th century 
Moslem defender of Jerusalem 
and conqueror of the Crusaders.

Political Trends Contusing To Many Voters 


The up-¿urges and down-plunges in pol­ 
itics are often beyond the understanding 
of the average citizen. 
Whether an average voter lives here in 
Washington C. H or somewhere else tn 
Fayette County, or in a New England 
state or out in the Far West, he or she 
easily can become confused over the shift­ 
ing trends and it is hard to determine the 
cause 
Many supporters of Adlai Stevenson tor 
the Democratic presidential nomination, 
must be wryly recalling that famous line 
written by Robert Burns, the Bard of 
Ayrshire: "The best laid schemes o mice 
and men gang aft a*gley.” For, while re­ 
cent political developments cannot be said 
to have destroyed Stevenson's chances for 
the Democratic candidacy, there is no 
doubt that the great advantage he enjoy­ 
ed some time ago has been rapidly evap­ 
orating. 
As of early March, most political writ­ 
ers were saying Stevenson led the other 
Democratic possibles by a country mile 
Then came the New Hampshire pri­ 
mary and the first serious reversal- 
Stevenson, it is true, did not personalty 
campaign in New Hampshire, but a strong 
slate oí delegates, made up of leading lo- 
r a! figures, was pledged to him It was 
expected that tins slate would make an 
«•xcellent showing, even tn the face of Sen­ 
ator Kefauver’s personal campaigning. 
But the pro-Stevenson vote was small — 
much smaller than was anticipated. 
The Minnesota primary followc d—and 
brought with it the deluge. Here Steven­ 
son had campaigned vigorously. He had 
the full backing of the state organization 
and the Democratic leaders. The Kefau- 
v#r campaign, by contrast, seemed poor­ 
ly organized and even amateurish. It was 
felt that Stevenson should win by a wide 
margin— two to one or better. The result 
was a grade—A upset and a stunning vic­ 
tory for the Senator from Tennessee. Aft­ 


er Minnesota. Stevenson’s political star 
reached its lowest point so far. Senator 
Kefauver’s old-fashioned method of cam ­ 
paigning, in which he meets and t a l k s 
informally with as many individual voters 
as possible, has produced results that 
have confounded political experts. 
This hab aroused some interesting spec­ 
ulations. The powerful Democratic state 
organizations, for the most part, w a n t 
none of Senator Kefauver. But they are 
not likely to want Stevenson either unless 
by convention time he has demonstrated 
a real upsurge in public following and bal­ 
lot support. Thus the stage could be set 
for the nomination of a comparative dark 
horse. Governor Harriman’s name is ott- 
on mentioned in this connection. So. also 
is that of Ohio’s Governor Lausche. 
On the Republican side the interest has 
naturally centered on vice-presidential 
possibilities. President Eisenhower, of 
course, will face no contest for the t o p 
spot. Vice-President Nixon seems about 
as certain a choice as anyone can be in 
the world of politics. His write-in vote in 
New Hampshire was remarkably large. 
The r e a l l y big Nixon boost, however, 
came at the White House press confer­ 
ence of March 14th, when the president 
said: “ I would be happy to be on any po­ 
litical ticket in which I was a candidate 
with him.” This is regarded as about as 
strong and unequivocal endorsement as 
the president is m a position to give. 
Going past the primaries, what of No­ 
vember? All the polls show that the Pres­ 
ident has a wide lead over any of the Dem­ 
ocrats named. The professional gamblers 
at Las Vegas are said to be offering three- 
to-one odds on Eisenhower vs. anyone. 
However, the Republican leadership is 
cautioning against overconfidence. Th* 
memory of 1948, when. Governor Dewey 
looked an absolute certainty until the 
votes were counted, remains sharp and 
bitter.

J. Lausche of Ohio who 
is seeking the D em ocratic nom i­ 
nation for '«natnr in his state 
and who is likely to be elected 
On all aides, it u adm itted that 
Governor Lausche would m a k e 
the strongest D em ocratic candi 
date for the presidency: s o m e 
believe that he could unite the 
D em ocratic 
party 
and 
defeat 
President Eisenhow er 
He h a s 
five tim es been elected Governor 
of Ohio. 


The other, Stuart Sym ington, 
is Senator from M issouri. He has 
been a businessm an, a cabinet of 
ficer and a legislator and could 
be m ore acceptable to southern 
D em ocrats than either K efauver 
or H arnm an. He got a bit fouled 
up during 
the 
McCarthy Army 
hearings but it is doubtful if that 
would hurt him much with D em ­ 
ocrats whose problem it is to find 
a candidate who can consolidate 
the southern and northern big 
city wipgs of their party 
The 
leading candidate», K e f a uver, 
Stevenson and H arnm an. have 
not established their ability to 
achieve such unity. 


This is a serious m atter for 
such a northern big city leader 
as Carm ine DeSapio of New York 
w*ho w as correct 
in

that Stevenson

tough tim e of it. A year ago. he 
down-graded Steven ion. But D e­ 
Sapio has not been able to stir 
up a clam or for H arnm an nor 
has he found any other candidate 
to support- If Harriman could be 
nom inated, it would be of some 
political advantage to DaSapio 


One of D eSapio’» difficulties is 
Mayor W agner’s, ambition to run 
for vice president. If H arnm an is 
the candidate for president. Wag- 
ner cannot be the candidate for 
vice president as the convention 
is not going to nom inate two men 
from New York. Therefore, de 


spite the fact that it is had local 
politics, W agner has declared for 
Stevenson. This has produced a 
very «’m harrassm g situation tn 
New York D em ocratic circles and 
m ay lead to lots of trouble for the 
m ayor. 
The D em ocrats have r a r e l y 
been faced by such a com plex sit­ 
uation since the years when A! 
Smith w as a candidate. One of 
♦heir m ost serious problem s is to 
raise m oney for the cam paign. 
T'-r R epublicans are 
rich 
and 
they will undoubtedly be able to 
raise all the m oney they need 
tram the prosperous corporations 
who have never had it so good. 
’Hie D em ocrats w ill need to find 
their m oney from am ong the la ­ 
bor unions and from the corpor­ 
ations who contribute to both par­ 
ties because they do hot know 
which is the right god The labor 
unions are apparently holding off 
until they know what kind of a 
i andidata they are going to get. 
This year there is likely to be 
little racketeer money for either 
party because the racketeers are 
for the m om ent afraid of investi­ 
gations, of which there are plen­ 
ty.

Questioned by Rural Parents 
The need for a new, all-rural 
high school was sharply questioned 
in the second bulletin issued by 
the Rural Parents Association 
(RPA), an organization formed 
several weeks ago with the aim 
of consolidating the city and the 
county schools into one school dis 
trict with one high school. 
The bulletin was distributed 
through the mails to residents of 
rural Fayette County. 
A first bulletin was issued about 
two weeks ago and the second is

The above chart shows the tre­ 
mendous change in rural Fayette 
County in the span of one life time. 
Over 6,000 fewer people and 1,700 
fewer school children. 
The best information available 
today from the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture and other Govern 
ment Agencies is that farm popu­ 
lation will continue to decline as 
more technological changes .in 
farm machinery and agricultural 
practices, occur. Such changes will 
further reduce the need for human 
labor and lead to further increase 
in the size of individual farms. 
In the face of this, any increase ; 
in population in Fayette County 
will be in Washington C. H. and in ! 
what is known as rural residential. 
Any such potential increase is 
entirely dependent on future in- j 
dustrialization. Population will not j 
increase unless there are new' job 
opportunities or ways for m o r e 
people to make a living.

Cisco, Buena Vista, Conner ami 
Yatesville schools have already 
been abandoned.

On March 23 a report was given 
to the press by Mr. Herbert Per­ 
rill, a member of the Miami Trace 
School Board, who accompanied 
the Fact Finders. Mr. Perrill .is 
quoted as saying, “The t h r e e 
crowded schools were Blooming 
burg, Madison Mills and Marion, 
with Bloomingburg being the most 
crowded.” ‘‘The b u i l d i n g s and 
equipment were found to be in ‘ac­ 
ceptable condition’.”
